A consent decree, aimed at get- 
ting 500 more jobs for minority 
workers in the construction indus- 
try，was signed in a federal court 
here last Wednesday. 

U.S. District Judge Robert 下 . 
Peckham issued a Preliminary in- 
junction in a civil rights case 
brought by the Department of 
Justice against operating engineers 
and contractors associations in 
highway and heavy construction 
jobs. 

The decree，in which no dis- 
crimination was admitted, follows 
the pattern set in a decree signed 
in the iron and steel work indus- 
tries. 

Unions and contractors are to 
actively seek out，hire and train 
men from minority races. In the 
apprenticeship Program this year 
in 46 counties of Northern Cali- 
fornia,，70 per cent of the trainees 
must be members of minority

CHICAGO 一 Circuit Court Judge 
了 Earl Arkiss has upheld revocation

The expanded effectiveness of 
the Human Rights Commission in 
the field of affirmative action mn 
employment dominated its first 
regular meeting of 1972 last Thurs- 
day. Three staff members reported 
on their work in the past several 
months aimed at meaningful im- 
plementation of the city's non- 
discrimination ordinance，which 
the HRC is charged with enforcing、 

In one case, Stanley Lim report- 
ed _ that a subcoptractor at the 
Candlestick Park project，the 
Northwestern Steel Co.，charged 
with non-compliance with the af- 
firmative action agreements that 
are _ required for all bidders for 
city contracts，has been ruled in- 
eligible to submit bids for any 
city public works jobs for two 
years-。 

The five-point charge against the 
company wasg filed August 31， 
1971，by the HRC staff，and in- 
cluded Northwestern:s failure to 
employ apprentices on the ratio 
of one for every five journeymen 
as reqtlired, failure to employ mi- 
nority apprentices living in the 
city，and failure to hire minority 
apprentices as it had agreed. 


A show cause hearing，before 
three commissioners，was held at 
the HRC in October 1971, attend- 
ed by the owner of the steel firm， 
Jerry Harris，Lim said that the 
hearing panel adopted its ruling 
against the company January 3， 
1972,and that cityawarding agen- 
cies had been notified of its deci- 
sion . 

The firm has 20 days to appeal 
the finding，but it was reported 
that Northwestern has been re- 
placed by another steel subcon- 
tractor at the Cardlestick 了 Park 
Project. 

In other contract cormpliance 
activity,， Gerald Feliciano reported 
on his work with the 19 San Eran- 
cisco banks in which the city has 
deposits of nearly $200 million 
of taxpayers” money. Since these 
deposits represent a contractual 
arrangement，the HRC began in 
1971 to _ request completion by 


the banks of a basic compliance 
report,， Which asks for basic infor- 
mation on employment Patterns， 
hiring, and recruitment practices. 

Of the nineteen banks contacted， 
Feliciano said one has refused to 
sign an affirmative action agree- 
ment (which is proffered to those 
institutions found deficient in af- 
firmative action)，three' are Pres- 
ently negotiating the Signing of 
such an agreermment，three refused 
to submit the compliance report， 
six are still gathering data or are 
being evaluated,， and four are Ori- 
ental banks not yet analyzed. 工 wo 
of the hineteen have been evalu- 
ated as having effective affirma- 
tive action programs， Security 
Pacific National and the Chartered 
Bank of London, Feliciano said. 

A third area of contract compli- 
ance Work was reported by Mrs. 
Renee M. Thompson 一 architects 
and engineers doing work for the 
city. Meetings that began im Octo- 
ber 1971，initiated by the HRC， 
dealt also with minority on-the- 
job training requirements of affir- 
mative action. Mrs. Thompson re- 
ported ,that on November 29， 
1971, a meeting of firms of archi- 
tects and engineers agreed to the 
minimnum guidelines of affirmative 
action。 She said also that these 
guidelines have been submitted to 
the city architect's office for 训 - 
corporation into the contracts， 
both existing and new,， for archi-

CHALLENGING VIEW 
Dear 了 ditor: 


In a previous jletter I congratu- 
lated Miss Jade Fong on an article 
concerning busing. Unfortunately， 
this time Iam writing to challenge 
her point of view. 

It is ironic that the content of 
Miss Jade Fong's column and the 
article protesting Charlie Chan?s 
comeback appeared in the same 
issue (Jan. 5, 1972). 

All Chinese Americans react to 
the aggregated views，judgments， 
and presuppositions that the An- 
glo majority makes about them. 
Some do so by extolling the vir- 
tues of our subgroup, our intellec- 
tual distinction, social accomplish- 
Iments，etc. Others，however，re- 
spond by using a form of in-jokes 
deprecating the Chinese cujlture 
itself: as, for example, tbe case of 
Miss Fong's Chinese jokes, which 
not onljy have ridiculed the Chi- 
nese American reader but the 
Chinese cujlture itsef. 

Is it not enough that the Anglo 
society has aIready laughed at our 
stereotype for many decades? Do 
we also have to laugh at ourselves? 

The article on the Charlie Chan 
series reflects the opposite; it re- 
minds us that we should all fight 
for the Chinese American?s social 
renaissance and de-emphasize our 
negative self-judgments. 

lt also demonstrated a counter- 
assault from our part，an attacK 
upon the aggregated views and 
judgments of the Anglo society: 

am mnot，however，trying to 
assert that all Chinese should be- 
come humorless; but merely try- 
ing to point out that we should 
scrutinize closely the direction our 
humeor takes so as not to do our- 
selves an injustice. 

Miss Fong's jokes lowered our 


. already unfortunate imnage and de- 
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stroyed the Chinese American?s 
counterattack to the Anglo stereo- 
typing presented in the front page 
articjle. 

Miss Fong should remember that 
we should not derogate ourselves. 
The time for Chinese jokes is over; 
Our parents have been laughed at 
enough. 

It is time to make our ideologies 
an argument，to Stop Our com- 
plaints and transform them into 
demands，in_ order to set our rec- 
ord straight and to clarify histori- 
cal assertions in order to achieve 
greater ethnic self-worth.

HENRY AWA WONG， 
MAYOR OF CHINATOWN 


HAWAII 一 The “unofficial may- 
or of Honolulu Chinatown” for 
50 years was“officially”inaugur- 
ated last week in aa ceremony at 
the Hawaii State Capitol. 

Hawaii governor John A. Burns 
presided at the ceremony that 
gave Henry Awa Wong, a 76-year- 
old entrepreneur， businessman， 
and restaurateur, the title “Mayor 
of Chinatown.”He had previously 
received the unofficial title in the 
1920s from the then mayor John 
H. Wilson. 

Wong was Presented with a 
plaque and_ a proclamation that 
named him a“shining example” 
of a civic leader and a distin- 
guished citizen. 

In a return statement read by his 
son, David, Wong called the gover- 
nor “one of our greatest, 计 not 
the greatest””govermnor of Hawaii. 
Wong could not give a speech him- 
self because he is under strict 
doctor”s orders- not to strain his 
Voice or his energy. 

Wong was born in Waikiki just 
before the -turn of the century、 
His father，a Chinese immigrant， 
grew bananas for a_ living in the 
swampy land of Waikiki. Tiring of 
that，the older Wong moved his 
family to Kauai and opened a 
general store in Hanapepe. 

When young Henry was old 
enough to work，he started as 3 
drygoods clerk in a department 
store in Waimea， 玫 auali.、 He was 
rapidly Promoted .to head cjlerk 
and buyer，but decided to come 
to Honolulu. 

Shortly _ after World .War . 工 he 
opened Honolulu”s first five and 
dime store 一 必 am Variety Store 一 
in partnership with C. Kam Moon， 

Since then，Wong has led the 
life a dedicated businessmamn 
should. His career has included 
tenures as senior vice President of 
Liberty Bank，Ppresident and gen- 
eral manager -of Wo Far Ltd.， 
United Investment Ltd.，and Pa- 
cific _ Insurance Co.，director of 
Kalalaua Investment Co.and 术 ona 
Land Investment, and president of 
the Unitedq Chinese Society and 
the Chinese Chamber of Com- 
Imerce. 

In 1967 the elder Wong officially 
retired as president and general 
manager of Wo Fat Ltd.，his last 
major business enterprise. 

His son David manages the res- 
taurant now but his father stil 
calls each morning and afternoon 
“to make sure everything is run- 
ning smoothly.” 

“Thbis is. his bome,” said David.
